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East Jordan to vote on harbor project in Nov. 


East Jordan City Council will put 
the harbor funding issue on the 
November ballot, despite the 
public support shown by citizens at 
last week's town meeting. 

Mayor Pat Sweet said at a 
special joint council-harbor com- 
mission meeting last Thursday that 
timing, the primary reason for 
deciding to use a building author- 
ity rather than put the issue on the 
ballot, is no longer a factor. 

Although the meeting had been 
called to form the building 
authority, new developments 
changed the agenda. 

According to Sweet, because the 
city received no bids on dredging 
for the harbor, it is unlikely dredg- 
ing can begin before spring. 

The city also needs certified

the dredge before it can be 
initiated, which could take another 
one and one-half or two months. 

“It’s going to be so close to the 
November election that we won’t 
gain anyway,’’ Sweet said. 

City estimates are that a levy of 
two to two and one-half mills for 
five years, along with income 
generated from the harbor project, 
will be sufficient to pay off the 
bonds. 

‘‘We are hoping for five years at 
the most for the two mills,’’ Sweet 
said. ‘‘I am hoping that after five 
years we will need less than one 
mill.’’ 

To save time council had plan- 
ned on forming a building author- 
ity to issue bonds under PA 37 of 
1941 rather than putting the issue 
on the ballot. A town meeting was 
called last week to gauge public 
opinion and the overall response 
was very favorable. 

Sweet said that most of the 
comments she has received since 
the meeting have been supportive, 
but even those in favor of the 
millage funding for the project 
asked why it could not be put on 
the November ballot. 

“I think putting the issue on the 
ballot does simplify it and I think it 
will make a lot of people more 
comfortable with it,’ she said. 

A -+epresentative of Miller, 
Canfield and Stone, the bonding 
agent chosen to handle the bond 
sales, was expected to attend 
Tuesday's regular council meeting 
to help the city draft a proposal for 
the November ballot. A proposal 
must be submitted by September 
10. 

‘IT think the best thing to do is 
put it on the ballot,’’ Council- 
woman Ellen Cihak said. 

Councilman Jim Black agreed 
saying that if the issue is 
defeated at the ballot box, it is 
important that council know the 
public’s opinion. 

But council is confident that the 
public is supportive of the harbor

Boyne replaces 
airport insurance

2 teaspoons honey 

The following ingredients are 
added in enough quantities to coat 
the meat only. There should not be 
more than '% inch of juice in the 
bottom of marinade container. 

Use equal amounts of: 
White wine 
Sesame oil 
Soy Sauce 

Combine all ingredients in a large 
bowl and allow to marinate for 1 to 2 
hours.

Pink Salmon excellent, too 


Chinook, coho salmon fishing 
should be strong in this area 


The late summer and 
early fall chinook and 
coho runs in the Great 
Lakes should be strong 
and only slightly below 
the outstanding 1984 
salmon fishing season, 
reports AAA Michi- 
gan. 

Adding excitement 
to this year’s salmon 
hunt is the odd-year 
run of 8- to 4-pound 
pink salmon which 
should be excellent. 
The naturally repro- 
‘ducing pink salmon, 
which up to now have 
been caught mostly in 
streams but are show- 
ing up in Lake Huron, 
peak in early 
September. 

A Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Res- 
ources’ official said 
Lake Huron is ‘‘ex- 
ploding with pinks.’’ 
Pink salmon, which 
have been in Michi- 
gan waters for 30 
years, spawn every 
other year. 

The Great Lakes 
salmon peak—as 
chinook and coho be- 
gin schooling before 
ascending spawning 
streams—should last 
through mid-Septem- 
ber. From then 
through mid-October, 
the best results will be 
in the 41 streams 
listed on AAA's 1985 
Salmon Fishing Guide. 

Good salmon results 
were reported at most 
Great. Lakes ports be- 
ginning in late August. 
Lake Huron salmon 


fishing is running 
ahead of last year. 
DNR officials report 
that Lake Michigan 
salmon action has been 
good, but slightly be- 
hind last year due to 
some storms which 
scattered the fish. 
Trout and salmon 
license sales are 16 
percent ahead of 1984 
with 234,000 issued 
through June 30. Daily 
fishing licenses, popu- 
lar for non-resident 
anglers and charter 
fishermen, are up 
nearly 53 percent. 
Michigan resident lic- 
enses have increased 
29 percent in one year. 
Nearly 8.5 million 
salmon are planted 
each year in the Great 
Lakes, with about 10 to 
30 percent surviving 
for spawning runs. The 
most recent plantings 
included 2.4 million 
chinook and 450,000 
coho in Lake Huron 
and 350,000 chinook 
and 325,000 coho in 
Lake Superior. Addi- 
tionally, 400,000 coho 
have been planted in 
the Huron River and in 
the Detroit River near 
the Detroit Yacht Club. 


Chinook average 15 
to 25 pounds but can 
reach up to 35 pounds 
at maturity while coho 
average 8 to 15 
pounds. Both are bat- 
tlers when hooked and 
offer tremendous 
action for anglers.

fers some helpful tips 
to salmon fishermen, 
including: 


® Understand water 
temperature since fish 
go deeper as the water 
temperature rises. 
They also scatter in 
inclement weather. 
Salmon generally be- 
gin schooling when the 
water temperature hits 
60.degrees, but time of 
maturity and stream 
flow are the most im- 
portant factors trigger- 
ing spawning. 

¢ Find a rod and reel 
that works best for you. 
Many anglers use a 
medium to stiff action 
rod, 6- to 7-feet long, 
with 15- to 25-pound 
test weight monofila- 
ment line. 

© Select a general 
area to fish and then 

talk to charter cap- 
tains, bait store oper- 
tors and other boaters 
and fishermen about 
where to find the best 
catches. 

* Be sure to select 
the right type and color 
lure.

They are 
West Michigan’s Big 
Manistee, Pere Mar- 
quette, Muskegon and 
Sable rivers, and the 
Au Sable River in East 
Michigan. Liberalized 
areas for each stream 
are listed in the 
DNR's 1985 fishing 
guide. 


The Ocqueoc River 
from Lake Huron to 
US-23 is closed to 
fishermen from Sept.

Although the levels 
of contaminants have 
dropped in Great Lakes 
fish, the Michigan 
Department of Public 
Health discourages 
children and pregnant 
or nursing women from 
eating salmon. Others 
should eat no more 
than 26 pounds of 
salmon from Lakes 
Huron or Michigan in 
one year.

After getting off to a miserable 
start last year, the Boyne City 
Ramblers’ varsity football team 
has an even tougher assignment 
for this year. Only two seniors are 
listed on the roster for. 1985. Last 
year's single victory was-a timely 
win as it came on Homecoming 
night, and itis evident that the 
Ramblers may repeat with a 
similar record.
